This atti- 
tude is restricting Elba’s growth. It isn’t 
the attitude a civic minded person should 
take at all. 

There are several cases in Elba of lots 
that could support new businesses and new 
growth for the city but are now supporting 
a new growth of weeds every year. While 
the owners of these lots have an undisput- 
able right to keep or sell as they see fit, they 
are violating’ the rights of the rest of us to 
a city that grows and keeps abreast of the 
times. Large cities long ago found a way to 
combat such conditions. They enacted vac- 
ant property taxes. We think this would be 
very suitable in Elba. If the owners of vac- 
ant lots are unwilling to part with them for 
the good of the town they should have to 
pay for the privilege of keeping them. When
